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Claims 1-7, 9, 10 and 12-14 are allowed. 

The examiner agrees that Shibata shows the upper insulating layer #214 as being confined to a 
central region of the upper surface, that the lower dielectric layer #214, is the substrate, and 
therefore extends in a square shape over the whole bottom portion. The examiner does not agree 
with applicant's arguments regarding the interoperability of Shibata. The examiner also 
disagrees with applicant's interpretation of the thick this ratio is taught by Shibata. However, 
such disagreements are moot in view of the above noted structural differences that render the 
claims allowable.
